United States is reluctant to partici- 
pate directly in the settlement of the 
reparation question, word has reached 
the government 
here that the Ger- 


mans are planning a prohibitive tariff 
on American pork • products. 
Should 


the contemplated action be taken, the 
export trade in fats would be ruined 
and the Germans would be able to 
sell their vegetable 
oils at an ad- 
vantage. 
' The feeling here is that the United 
States ought to have something to say 
over the question of German tariffs. 
The reparation commission set up by 
the Versailles treaty was to have com- 
plete power over the regulation of in- 
coming and outgoing commerce. On 
that commission, America was to 
have a member. 
President Wilson 


asked- the senate to permit him to 
name an American commissioner but 
the senate foreign relations commit- 
tee declined. The treaty fight was at 
its bitterest stage then, and Mr. "Wil- 
son never renewed the request.

Parochial School Teachers De- 


nied Unlimited Certifi- 


cates in State.

Madison. — Legislation favorable to 


parochial schools was killed in the 
assembly Tuesday by a vote of 42 to

The Conway bill, which would per- 


mit granting of unlimited certificates 
to teachers in parochial schools, pro- 
viding they passed the required exam- 
inations, was denied engrossment on 
the motion of Assemblyman Matheson 
of Janesville.

taught in the public schools for two 
years. The position taken by the bill's 
advocate, was that--nuns could not 
meet' the requirements of the law, ev- 
en though they were competent and 
did pass the examinations.

Chicago—Retail butchers are now 


dipping' their lade! into the gravy. 
They are clinging onto the bowl with 
a vengeance, take it from those who 
produce livestock and prepare it foi 
the market. 


With prices of both cattle and hogs 


down 
to pre-war levels, 
the retail 


market still holds up and there is 
little prospect of the public getting 
any great benefit from the slump in 
livestock prices, according to leaders 
in close touch with market conditions, 
interviewed 
by the 
United Press 


Tuesday. 


While prices of choice beef steers 


dropped to the ' lowest point in the 
last decade, there has been an ad- 
vance of from, one to two cents in the 
last two weeks for the best grade of 
beef. 


The advance 
in beef 
quotations 


was explained by butchers who said 
there had been a strengthening of the 
demand due to the scarcity. 


Packers had been killing no more 


than necessary a»d had little in stor- 
age, it was learned, so that as soon as 
the demand was felt, it had an. imme- 
diate effect on retail and wholesale 
prices of meat but not on livestock. 


Market Prices Lower 


Market quotations show that live- 


stock is selling below pre-war levels 
so that the responsibility for keeping 
up retail prices cannot be placed on 
the producer. 


The "buck" is then packed up to 


the packers—the wholesaler. 


Market quotations on such articles 


that the packej; sells which can be 
compared to pre-war prices, put the 
packer in the clear of the responsibil- 
ity, they claim. Lard is down to 9 or 
10 cents, which was about the figures 
in 1910. 


The first meat product to complete 


liquidation, according to packers, was 
pork. Wholesale pork reached the 1914 
level some time ago, and yet retail 
prices are still far above the figure of 
seven yars ago. 


Butchers say the reason that prices 


remain up is because there is no de- 
mand for the "low grades" of meat 
and they must make enough profit on 
the high grades to make up for the 
loss in the low grades. They must 
buy both classes from the packer.

Washington — The world is now 


nearer to disarmament negotiations 
than it has ever been, it was believed 
here Tuesday in circles close to the 
president. 


This was based upon information of 


administration leaders that President 
Harding plans to propose an interna- 
tional disarmament conference within 
a few months. 


Their opinion was that tho presi- 


dent's proposal will be eagerly accept- 
ed by the other great powers and th.-it 
a cessation of competitive naval con- 
struction between Great Britain, Jap- 
an and the United States will follow. 


Although tho belief in congress was 


stronger Tuesday than it has ever 
been that disarmament discussions are 
in sight, the house naval appropriation 
bill was unchanged. Republican lead- 
ers, backed by some Democrats, main- 
tained that the United States must 
prepare to bo second to none in naval 
strength, although realization of the 
disarmament hopes will, they say, 
make unnecessary some expenditures 
now being authorized. 


The opinion was expressed by both 


Republican and Democratic members 
that if President Harding's disarma- 
ment conference program includes the 
submission of any form of the ques 
tion to congress, there will not be a 
negative vote in either house or sen 
ate.

A bill has been passed in the legisla- 


ture which, if signed by the governor, 
•will give "Wisconsin counties the option 
of discontinuing the present method of 
government by a board of supervisors and 
of substituting for it a commission. It is 
to be hoped that the governor -will sign 
this bill and that it will become a law. 
There is -something to be said in favor of 
each system of county government and 
both forms are in use. In some states the 
commission plan obtains exclusively and 
in others it is by a board of supervisors. 
' With the growth of population boards in 
many instances have been increased to a 
number which is unwieldly and unsatis- 
factory. In a few instances the boards 
are almost as large as the upper houses 
of some state legislatures. 


The arguments in favor of a small com- 


mission are similar to those in favor of 
commission for city government, although 
the arguments against the aldermanic 
system are more serious and have greater 
merit than those against boards of super- 
visors. The question when analyzed goes 
back, perhaps, only to the simple propo- 
sition of representation for each and every 
section of the county. It is well to have 
this representation where county boards 
are disposed to legislate for the benefit 
of their constituents as a whole, and to 
view public matters in a broad light. It. 
of course, does not always work out this 
way and occasionally we find situations 
in which sectional or factional interests 
conflict to the detriment of the county at 
large. 


In favor of a commission of relatively 


small size, elected at large or from dis- 
tricts, arc considerations of efficiency and 
economy and the likelihood of being able 
to concentrate on men well qualified for 
the office and its responsibilities. In our 


%own case, we believe the county would 


benefit by having a board composed of not 
to exceed half and perhaps a third of the 
members that now make up that body. 
The bill passed by the legislature will at 
least give counties which are dissatisfied 
•with large boards of supervisors an op- 
portunity to try out commissions and to 
possibly escape detrimental conditions 
which are locaL

Cost of text books, supplies and build- 


ing maintenance have increased approx- 
imately 100 per cent since 1915. Fuel 
water "and light, show at least 60 per cent 
increase over 1915. 


Some businesses reach their maximum 


output in one. two, five or ten years. The 
schools have not reached the maximum set 
for them by the people of the United 
States—every child in school, a good 
teacher for every school, a high school 
education or its equivalent for every child 
and opportunity for higher education. 


Can we afford schools! The answer is 


that we cannot afford ignorance. There 
are two things that people, businesses, 
and nations do when necessary expenses 
increase. They increase their income, 
economize on luxuries, or both. Has the 
United States increased its income? Yes. 
A conservative estimate shows that- the 
probable taxable wealth in the United 
States in 1920 increased 70 per cent 
since 1912. There is no reason to believe 
that it will not continue to increase. The 
most potent factor in increasing wealth is 
increasing intelligence based on education. 


The bill for luxuries paid by the people 


of the United States in 1920 was $22.- 
700.000,000, 
more than twenty-two 


times the bin for all the schools in 1918. 
Can we afford to spend twenty-two times 
as much for cigarettes, lip sticks, joy 
rides, horse races, etc.. as we do for edu- 
cation? If we can afford this bill we can 
certainly afford a bill for education that 
will provide a good teacher and a good 
schoolhouse for every boy and girl in 
America.

While the ventilat- 
ms engineer and the Janitor and the board of edu- 
cation are squabbling over the manipulation of the 
impressive apparatus the temperature in the school- 
room soars to lofty heights and the teacher geta a 
headache and feels nauseated and becomes ao cross, 
and the pupils grow dull—and right outside the 
tightly closed windows there is plenty of good fresh 
air just as good air as can be had anywhere, except 
that nobody has a patent on it. Somehow Father 
Knickerbocker fussing over his $860,000 Plaything 
reminds one of the good old days of unrestricted 
buncombe when St. Slmpklns invested $18.50 In an 
electric belt to restore his failing vitality.

The Massachusetts committee on elec- 


tion laws recently reported to the state 
legislature a bill entitled "an act to re- 
quire attendance at the polls on election 
day." This appears to be the latest at- 
tempt to force enfranchised citizens to 
vote. It will probably fall through as 
others have done, for there seems to be a 
general and sound opinion that good citi- 
zens are made by education rather than 
by legislation. 


Under the proposed law Massachusetts 


citizens failing to vote would be required 
to file a certificate of excuse with the 
ckrk of the city or town of registration. 
The local community clerks would for- 
ward lists of such persons to the clerk of 
the municipal or district court of the vi- 
cinity. These courts, in turn, would re- 
quire "delinquents" to appear and show 
cause why they should not be penalized. 
Failure to vote or to present an acceptable 
excuse would be punishable by a fine not 
exceeding $5, with a larger penalty for 
cases of false statement or affidavit. 
An 


alternative measure has been suggested, 
providing revocation of the franchise pri- 
vilege for a period of time following re- 
peated failure to vote. 


The amount of work and expense in- 


volved in carrying out the provisions of 
such a law should alone be sufficient to pre-- 
vent its passage. The further consider- 
ation that votes cast simply to avoid pay- 
ment of a penalty might be worth very 
little so far as good government is con- 
cerned makes it appear even less desir- 
able. 


It is lamentable fact that too many 


American citizens are indifferent to their 
franchise, regarding it neither as a duty 
nor a privilege. Better instruction in 
schools on civics and government offers 
the most effective means of changing this 
attitude.

The; Disappearing Incfian 


Practically every other Indian tribe 


in America has lost its original char- 
acter, and inevitably so. The Navajo, 
who was a marauder and a nomad, 
has become a peaceful sheep herder. 
The Apache, who out-fought and out- 
Beneraled the soldiers of Spain and of 
the United States for two centuries, 
has become a dirty idle fellow with a 
perpetual thirst for firewater. Some 
of the Oklahoma tribes have become 
so civilized that you can scarcely tell 
them from their white neighbors. So 
some Indians have degenerated, some 
h.-vve died out, some have been ab- 
sorbed by intrrmarriacrP, some hnve 
gamed a foothold 
in the civilization 


that overwhelmed their tribes.

were. And the reason is simple. The 
Pueblos were sedentary Indians when 
America. w;is 
discovered.

States took possession of New Mexico 
n 1846, the treaty we made with 
Mexico once more 
confirmed 
the 


Pueblo in his possession of the land 
and made it Impossible for him to 
sell it. That is why the Pueblo re- 
main today as a curious and beauti- 
ful survival of primitive America. 


Value of Pueblos 


More and more the Pueblo Is being 


appreciated by artists, scientists and 
by Americans in general who travel. 
When he holds 
one of his strange 


dances, 
hundreds, 
sometimes thou- 


sands, of spectators come to watch. 
Every year a regiment of learned 
scientists goes to New Mexico to study 
the Pueblos, and another regiment of 
artists goes to paint them. An art 
colony has been formed at Taos. An 
interesting development 
in this con- 


nection is that some young Indians 
have learned from the artists how to 
paint and have shown 
high ability. 


They have never learned business, 
and they do not take to modern agri- 
cultural machinery, 
but they learn 


how to paint readily and instinctive- 
ly. They are a race of artists and 
dreamers. 
They have no desire to 


become citizens and engage in busi- 
ness. Tney have no training 
for 


such a work and no aptitude. 


That these Indians should be pre- 


served as they are and allowed to 
live their natural lives, for their own 
sake and for the sake of science and 
art and the traveling public is a point 
which scarcely seems to need labor- 
ing. 


irrigation system which 
men learned from them, 
pottery and oloth, not only with skill 
but with an art which is admirable. 


These Indians were not warlike and 


needed nothing but the permission to 
live in their strange houses and culti- 
vate ttfeir lands. They were capable 
of remaining a part of civilization 


For the sake of New Mexico, 


too, they should be left as they are. 
More and more money is brought in- 
to that state "every year by persons 
who are attracted by the picturesque 
and historical features of the state, 
and of these the Pueblos are one of 
the most interesting. Hotels are be- 
ing built to accommodate the growing 
throng of tourists to that country, and 
companies are 
organized 
to 
show 


them the sights. Excusions 
to the 


Pueblo dances and festivals are one of 
the chief attractions which these com- 
panies have to offer. 


Whence, then, comeg the demand 


that the Indians be given citizenship? 
There seems little doubt that it comes 
primarily from certain powerful per- 
sons who have cast covetous eyes up- 
on the Indian lands. These lands are 
liny patches upon the great extent of 
the Southwest, but they are rich and 
valuable. It is now impossible to buy 
them. But when they have been di- 
vided into individual allotments, each 
Indian will have the right to sell his 
own. 
Ho -will not want to sell, but the 


white men know how to get around 
that difficulty. 
The Indians will be 


encouraged to go into debt, and their 
lands will be attached and sold. Tho 
methods of accomplishing this have 
been brought to a high degree of per- 
fection in taking their lands away 
from the Mexicans. These people are 
being rapidly converted 
from 
con- 


tented small farmers 
into 
poor la- 


borers. It is easy to get them in 
debt A drouth and the loss of a-crop 
furnishes an 
opportunity. 
Sickness, 


funerals, marriages, are all occasions 
for 
lending- money. Sometimes the 


thing is done fairly. 
Sometimes the 


Mexican is induced to sign papers he 
cannot read. 
Sometimes 
he barters 


away his home when he is drunk. 


All of these methods ran be applied 


to the Indian more easily than to the 
Mexican because the 
Indian knows 


even less of business and is even more 
of a child. Soon the Pueblo lands will 
have passed into the hands of land 
speculators and the Indians will have 
p-one forth to struggle for a living as 
laborers. Soon the great communal 
bouses, the dances and feasts 
and 


ceremonies, the pottery and baskets, 
and jewelry of silver and 
turquoise, 


will be no more. The traveler, 
the 


artist and scientist, 
will look in vain 


for that living vision 
of 
the past, 


which is always so curiously interest- 
ing. The last vestige of it will have 
been crushed. The stea.m roller of

will 
have finished its 


work for the red man.
